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of the salary of the War Secretary, and to perse-
vere in the struggle, at least until the Land bill
and the Factorles bill had been sent to the
House of Lords, Resignation was the logical
result of the hostile vote of F¥idny. The whips
could not promise & larger majority than two for
to-day's session, and the Government would only
have exposed (tself to ridicule and contempt if
it had made a desperate attempt to retain office.
The responsibility of ordering a dissolution has
been properly assumed by those who overthrew
the Government. Ministers could not retire
gracefully. Defeated Goyvernments never do.
Ministers could resign office decently and without
Sisgrace, and this was done. They had proposed
an important scheme of army reform and been
defeated as soon as it was presented. Thelr re-
tirement was not without dignity, especially with
8ir Willlam Harcourt to make the final an-
nouncement in the Commons with stately phrase
and a touch of emotion, which seemed to betoken
his own withdrawal from public life—fortunately
a false inference, which was speedily corrected,
WORKERS, NOT POLITICIANS.

While the Parllament elected in 1832 has ac-
complished the most meagre results in legisla-
tion, it has not been from any lack of In-
wusiry on the: part of the Government. It was
a working Government while Mr. Gladstone was
at the head of it; and so {t has remalned during
the year which has Intervened since his retire-
ment. The measures which, like the Home Rule
bill, have either passed the Commons, or, like the
Welsh bill, have been blocked there, have been of
the most complex character, and those which
have been undertaken by the Rosebery Govern-
ment have been both numerous and large. If
these bills have falled it has been because the
House of Lords either vetoed or obstructed them,
or elge because the country has withdrawn s

support and paralyzed the functions of Govern-
ment.

ing Ministers, The policy of concillating numer-
ous factions by “ntroducing a great serles of
measures. which could not be enacted into lawa
has not met with public favor. Filling the cup
and ploughing the Newcastle sands have not
been neccupations which have serinusly Impressed
the practical Englishman. He ceased to take
interest In politics when the {ssues were unreal
and fictitious, and legislation of all kinds was
debated week after week, month after month,
with no reasonable probability that anything
would ever come of it. The Rosebery Govern-
ment has deserved much of the ridicule with
which It has been overwhelmed., Its prestige
has eteadily declined In consequence of the lack
of a ratlonal political policy. Its promlses were
Irredeemable, yet were (ssued as recklessly as
flat currency In war time. Lord Rosebery may
not have had a falr chance as Prime Minlster;
indesd, he has not; but his most ardent friends
will hardly venture to assert that he has ghown
himself to be a strong and resourceful party
leader. There has been po definite plan of cam-
paign. The party has been adrift in the fog.
THE DIVIDED 1RISH PARTY.

The overthrow of the Government leaves the
Irish party hopelessly divided, with the Me-
Carthyites compromised by the failure of the
Liberals to enact the Land bill, or to bring about
any reform legislation for the island. The Par-
nellites are likely to make considerable galns In
the general electlons in consequence of the re-
sentment and disappolntment of Irish constitu-
encles. Mr. Gladstone in his declining years hag
the humillation of witnessing a marked decline
of public Interest In the cause to which he de-
voted the last energies of his illustrious career,
and for which he made the greatest possible
sacrificées. With his own retirement from poll-
ties, with Mr. Parnell's d2ath and with the con-
tinuance of feuds and factions In the Irish ranks,
this result has been inevitable. All parties enter
upon the electoral campaign without adequate
preparation. The Unfonists have the best leader-
ship and organization, and if the recent by-
elections are a fair test of public opinion, they
will have a majority, elther large or small, in
the next Parllament, but these signs are often
misleading, and It {8 always hazardous to fore-
caet the result of a general election. The new
coalition Government will have the disadvantage
of appealing to the country without any marked
issue or definite programme upon which to so-
licit popular support Mr. Chamberlain, with
his lucldity of mind, will be the organizing genlus
of the Unionlst campaign and can be depended
upon to do much to popularize Coneervatism. He
is not a statesman who will be satlsfied with a
programme of negatlons. L N, P
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LORD ROSBEBERY'S DOWNFALL.
KNONCONFORMIST ORJECTIONE TO HIS LEADER-
EHIP OF THE LIBERAL PARTY-VIEWSR OF
THE REV. DR. MOORE., A PROMI-

NENT ENGLISH EDITOR.

The Rev. Dr. W. T. Moore, editor and proprietor
of “The Christlan Commonwealth,” the leading
representative journal of the English Noncon-
formists, has just salled from this city for England,
after an extended tour through the West and
Bouthwest, during which he delivered many lectures
and addresses upon political reform and current
social quesations. Tir. Moore, who was born and
educated In this country, was until two years ago
the pastor of the West London Tabernacle, at
Notting Hill, but he reslgned his pulpit In conge-
quence of the Increased demands made upon his
time by his journal, and In order to devote himself
in greater measure 10 the compllation of a
work upon the history of the Bible. This book will
be published simultaneously in America and Eng-
land, and will have among Itz contributorg many
eminent men upon both sides of the Atlantle, while

W, E. Giadstone will write the introduetion.

Through the medium of his paper Dr. Moore
wields large political Jnﬂuanca_ throughout Great
Britaln, Although the Noneconformists are ad-
mittedly the backbone of the Liberal party, he
took a decided stand azalnst Lord HRoscbery's
Premiership because of the Intter's horse-racing
proclivities and his connection with a whiskey dis-
tilling firm, and also, perhaps, because of the in-
congruity of a peer's bLeing at the head of an
administration supported by Radlcals. In view of
Dr. Moore's wide knowledge of British political af-
falrs, hix views upon Lord Rosebery’'s Govern-
ment and the present political sitvation In England
are of especial Interest just at this time. In the
course of & conversation with & Tribune reprogens
tatlve, who saw him the day before he galled, at
No.. 23 Lincoln Place, Brooklyn, he sald:

“Looking at the recent fall of Lord Rosebery's
ministry and my opposition to him, it may seem
somewhat lke kicking a man when he is down for
me to say anything regarding him now; but,
nevertheless, he was from the beginning only a
sort of compromise man. He was never at any
time satisfactory to the Radical wing of the Liberal
party.

FEELING OF RADICALS AND HOME RULERS,

“For one thing, the Radlcals could never quite
swallow the anomaly of & Prime Minister who was
a member of the House of Lords holding on at the
game time to a polley the practical effect of
which would he to abolish the Tpper House. But
Lord Rosebery's real difficulty arose In this way.
The Liberal majority was eélected upon the prin-
ciple of Home Hule. The House of Lords made
that impossible, and then, to get even” with the
Conservatives and especially to sutisfy the Irish
party, It was proposed to get rid in some way of
the House of Lords—if not to abolish it, then to
break Hs Influence, Now, while Lord Rosebery In
his early epeeches seemed enthusiastically to favor
that poliey, he never formulated anything definite
by which that end was ta Le reached; and the
result of the prevarication was that the real Home
Rulers In the Commons grew restless, and finally
the Redmondites bolted and threw their Lfluence
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with the Conservatives, This was the great factor |

by which the Roscbery administration was weak-
ened.

contribution to the rights and demands of the

people, but It has not got throuzh yet, and slm-
flarly several other reform measures have heen
proposed, but never actually brought before the
House. Practically nothing of much actual utility
has been done. The people grew dissatisfied with
this half-and-half sort of polley, and with walting
for results, and for a good while there has been an
adverse fecling toward Lord Rosebery among all
sectlons of the Liberal party.
DISCONTENT OF THE NONCONFORMISTS.

“Hut the most pertinent point to which 1 would
direct attention is this: Among the religlous people
of England, and particularly the Nonconformists,
who are synonymous with Liberalism, there has
Leen great discontent evinced with Lord Rosebery
because of his connection with horse-racing and
drink-traffic  interests. Moreover, while he de-
clared himself In favor of mome reform measure
for deallng with the drink traffic, he never defl-
nitely stated what form such measure woull take.
1t I& true that Sir Willlam Harcourt brought in a
measurs to hand over barrooms to local option,
but, except belng talked about in Parllament, It
never came (o anything. Those who have heen
in favor of prohibition in the United Kingdom
have all along felt that there was n lack of real
sincerity about Lord Rosebery's Intentlons in this
respeet.  For Instance, the first measurs that wns
introduced, while to some extent It shut up the
barrooms, gave additional benefits to hotels and
restaurants, and allowed them to sell as much
drink as they pleased, In fact, it was nelther a
loral optlon nor a prohibition bill in any genuinely
wide sense, Tt wae strong enough In its prohibitive
alms to arouss the whiskey people and to unite
them for defensive tacties, but It wWas not strong
enough to awaken the enthusinsm of the temper-
ance people, and was consequently a fallure.

“3a0n  after Lord Rosebery entersd upon his
Tremiership T was informed that he was connected
with the drink trafe, I wrote and asked him 1f 1t
was true that he held n large Interest in the Me-

FORCE OF MORAL SENTIMENT IN EUROPE.
“He furthermore weakened his position by his
active assoclation with horss racing. While that
sport is popuiar with certain classes In England,
they malnly belong to the Tory party, and conse-
quently, when the Liberala found that the man who
wa# to lrad them was Interested In racing, they
shook their heads seriously, and did nou hesitate to
express their dissatisfaction. You see, in England
moral sentiment 18 largely to the forefront, and
no man can hold office In that country for any
length of tima or exert much Influence If he is not
gound In that moral sentiment. It was because
Gladstons was 8o strong in this respect that he was
so potentlal—not solely because he was a great
man Intellectually and a great politlcal leader.
“It has always been difficult to take Lord Rose-
tery serlously. His speeches have sometimes heen
almost trivial, Tt has been evident for a long time
that his downfall could not be delayed. Ie 1s In
many respects a most excellent and intellectual
man, but he occuples a high position amon the
English aristocracy, and was never thoroughly In
touch with the peaple. Sir William Harcourt would
have been a much more efficlent leader of the
Liberal party, and to-day It is evident that it was
& pity he was not sent for by the Queen, Instead
of Lord Rosebery."”

SMALL CHANCE OF REFORM LEGISLATION.

In reply to Inquiries as to the prospects of Irish
legislation and other reforms that were urged by
the country upon the outgoing ministry, Dir. Moore
sald:

“The Liberal party still have a majority, and it
is possible for them to force the passage of some
of the meagures which have been introduced, but if
tha Conservatives are returned with n ml_‘oriry
after the general election, it Is probable that a 1 the

roposals of the Liberal party will be put aside,

Lord Salisbury I8 a born aristoorat, and has little
or no sympathy with the masses of the people.
However, England ls to-day lurgely governed by
the masses, and no miniztry can succeed that does
not reckon with them. In some respscts a Con-
servative government is better for the people
than a Liberal one. What 1 mean by that Is that
measures introduced by the former are not vetoed
by the House of Lords, and consequently some
1=I§rm-ll\'e legisiation is secured. Generally speaking,
reform measures introduced by the Liberals are
thrown out b;i_ the Lords, and thus nothing is ac-
complished, he Conservatives do not legisiate
willingly for the people, however, and all the great
reform and progressive measures have elther been
introduced by the Liberals or else literally forced
out of the Tories, 1 am afraid that Ireland can
hope for lttle at the hands of the Conservatives,
while the Welsh Misestahlizhment bill and the re.
formed drink-traffic proposals will certainly be put
aside.”

THE CONSERVATIVES LIKELY TO WIN.

“Of ecourse, Lord Sallshury's ministry wiil not
etand long against a majority In opposition, and
In my judgment the final lseue will come before the
electors during the next few weeks. The reault
of that electlon is difficult to predlet with any
degres of certalnty, FPublic opinion ltself seems
uncertain witn regard to the real issues at stake
But, looking at the general surroundings 1 am
inelined to think that Lord Salishury will come
back to power with a majority. For one thing.
the Liberals have not brought good thnes to the
waple, and the people usually hold whatever party
& in power nvsP-.-nnlme for any depression In the
finaneial condition of the ecountry, Of course, It
goems foollsh, but every Government in power has
to reckon with this sentiment. For many reasons,
the Liberal voters will be indifferent as to the
result of the election, and there s evidence that
they are not unwilling to give a trial to the ather
#ide, In the hope of better times. Just now the
financlal outlook is better than it Was & year ago,
but the Improvement 18 not sufficlent 10 _Kuarantee
a successful election for the Liberals. This Is the
reason why they have been so slow in appealing
to the country."

DRY ON THE EAST SIDE.

The consensus of opinion on the Eaat Sile
yvesterdny was that there had never heen a
drier Sunday known, and that the Exclse law
had been rigorously enforced. Those who had
any doubts about the enforcement of the law
were satisfied after making a round of those
galoons which heretofore had the reputation for
defying the law and the orders of the pollice to
close. There may have been a few who sue-
ceeded In quenching thelr thirst with a foaming
glass of beer, but the majority returned to thelr
homes with a greater thirst than they started
out with, Unless the thirsty ones purchased a
regular meal costing at least twenty-five cents
they could find little tc drink on the East Side
except soda water, ginger ale and other soft
drinks. Hotel proprietors, as a rule, kept well
within the law on the East Side. They were
apparently still in doubt as o what constituted
“a meal” within the meaning of the Hotel act
permitting drinks to be servedd with meals, At
most of the hotels in this section of the elty
guests who called for beer or liquors and merely
ordered a sandwich or cheese and crackers did
not get any drinks.

At some of the lower downtown hotels on the
East Side drinks were served with 16-cent
meals. Dut where drinks were served with
meals that only eost 16 cents, 20 cents and up
to 60 conts, persons can any day in the week, as
well as on Bunday, get meals consisting of
ments and vegetables for 15 cents and upward,
At Legeett'a Hotel, No, 76 Park Row, drinkes
wore served with regular meals coeting from
o5 cents upward, but not with sandwiches or
cheese and crackers,

The saloons on the FEast Side, to all outward
appearance, were closed all day, but, judging
from the cloxed blinds and the watehers on the
gutside, many of them wore open to thuse who
were known to the proprietor and his watchers,

BLINDS UP IN THIRD-AVE.

In Third-ave., throughout almost the entire
length, the Inslde of the saloons and the bars
wore sereened from view of the passerby by
green blinds and ground glnes, Some of these
blinds were only high enough to prevent per-
sons eecing the bar, at others the blinds
reached to the top of the windows. A few bars
in Third-ave, were to be seen from the street
and It was a notleeable fact that where the
blinds were down and the bar could he seen
from the street, there were no men hanging
around or occupying chalrs ncar the side en:
trance.

The further down town the reporter walked
on Third-ave. and Into the Bowery, the more #a-
Joons he saw with the blinde up and men loitering
aroupd the rear entrances. Not far from Dayard-
t. on the Bowery was a ealoon whose blinds
were up at all the windows, and even the ground
glags doors were screcned by dark green blinds,
Two men stood near the front door and angther
one was at the rear entrance. During half an
hour that a reporter watched this rear door he
siw more than twenty men go in the door. Some
came out after a few minutes, others remained
jonger, When some of these were asked If they
got a drink they declined to say. One told the
reporter to try for himself, Ie did, but found
the door locked. Evidently the watcher at the
rear door was suspleious and did not give the
signal to the doorkeeper to open.

But these were rare cases. As a rule the saloons
on the East Side were closed,

The etreets were almost deserted, and for once
the Bowery seemed asleep. Commissioner Roose-
velt certainly gave the East-Slders a dry day.

A VERY DRY SUNDAY, PICKETT SAYS,

Captain Plckett, of the West Thirtleth-st, sta-
tion, =aid late In the day that he had forty men
aut on Exelse duty. When asked If he thought
the day was drier than the previcus Sunday, he
eaid he did.

The Captain sald his men were not taking any
extraordinary meagures to catch proprietors of
hatels or restaurants violating the Excise law.

There are several saloons near Broadway, he-
low ‘Thirtieth-st., that are favorite resorts for
sporting  men, men-about-town and Tenderloin
rounders. The slde door has been chalned,
with a sharp-eyed attendant, on previous Sundays
to admit only the habitués. Within, a wearled
New-Yorker or well-known out-of-town visitor
could always get the beverage he eought. Not so
vesterday. At a well-known resort in Twenly-sev-
enth-gt,, west of Broadway, several of the Sunday
frequenters went up the side entrance stoop and
passed into the hallway. The way seemed opencd
to speedily obtalning the cooling draught they
had sought valrly along Broadway, Hut the
inner door was locked, and only an echo an-
swered repeated raps, of the usual pecullar
kind. The place was cloged In good faith, as
were soveral others of a simliar class.

Thers wan considerable business done In
Sixth-ave., but under close guard. Policemen
in uniform stood on most of the corners and
kept an eye on the saloons. Pollcemen in plain
clothes went about from place to place, and
tried to simulate an ordinary thirsty New-
Yorker in search of an “extingulsher.” They
did not meet with much suceess. Whatever it
was in the pollcemen’s appearance, the guard at
the side door Invarlably suspected him, and
would not give the signal to admit the dia-
guised officer within the saloon. Then the de-
teetives would go over on the opposite corner
and watch the side doors. He would see men
pass in, and others come out wiping something
off thelr mustaches, Standing near the saloon
he could hear the fingle of glasaes and the
gound of men's valees, but by this time the
guard had become confirmed in his suspicions
and there was no chance of getting in.

TAKE MEALS IN FIXTH-AVE.

At the small hotels and restaurants scattered
along Sixth-ave, there was no trouble In get-
ting a drink. There was no more trouble than
on a weekday, but it cost a little more, Some

times ten cents more, other times five cents
m’or}: This was for the accompanying sand-
wich.,

It was not abligatory to eat the sandwich. One
or more other beers could be ardered on the same
sandwich, and one might drink a keg of beer, if
he hiad the capacity, on that Innocent e =and-
wich, that he pald ten eents for and threw under
the table when he got tired ordering more drinks,
Yet the police were In doubt as to whether such
A proprietor violated the Exclse lnw, One plaoce,
near Thirty-third-st,, A4l considerable business
in the beer and sandwich Hne all duy. The po-
Hee did pot molest him. Nearly all those pluces
in Bixth-ave, having any semblanee of a restau-
rant, and selling drinks, #tuck to the sandwich
ea. Of course thers wag o menu card on the
tablea, and a large meal could bhe served when
desired, but the sandwiches were for the stran-
gers who wanted beer or other drinks, and could
not get Into o saloon. And thelr number was
large

In Seventh, Fighth, Ninth and Tenth nves,
galoons ran under cover, In Tenth-ave, and on
cross streets things wore just a letle quieter than
Inst Bundny.

Now and then a child could be seen passing
from the #ide door of a galoon to a tencment-
house, with a large pall. Men earrled jitchers
which dropped foam on the sldewnlk as they
hastensd along. Every slde door was guarded,
Sometimes there was & guard at the lnner 3 or,
another at the outer door and one on the corner.

In the nelghborhood of Pollee Headquarters
the Exclee law was enforced yesterday with a
severity which left but few places open.  In those
which defled the activity of the pollee a gunrd
was stationed at the door, and only those who
were wall known could abtain adgitiance, The

A MECCA FOR THIRSTY ONES.
NEW-YORKERE WHO WANTED IT FOUND PLENTY
OF BEER IN HOBOKEN,

There was beer for everybody in Hoboken yester-
day, and no one desiring it went thirsty. The front
doors of saloons were all closed, but the slde doors
were open. Any one who wanted to could enter a
beershop at will. In Unlon Hill and Weehawken
front doors of many saloons wers wide open, some
not even having screen doors up. This general
invitation of the beershops to drink was accepted
by thousands of New-York people. Early In the
morning began a migration to Hoboken, and all day
Jong the ferryboats and trolley-cars were crowded,

In Jersey i'Itf It was more diMeuit for strangers
to obtaln Intoxicants. Nearly all of the saloons had
curtains tightly drawn and the side doors open, hut
no one was permitted to enter untll he was first
inspected by a man on duty at the door. Prosecutor
Charles H. Winfleld had a number of detectives
anil constahles out all day In search of evideneo
aiainst the saloon-keopers who violated the law.
All over Hudson County the liquor-dexlers rejoiced

BUSINESS DONE BY MOST OF THE PROPRIETORS,
ALTHOUGH 20ME FEARED TROURLE.

Tusiness was done at the same old street stands
vesterday, and everything from a glass of sodn-
water to a palr of suspenders could be purchasel.
This was espectully the case in the Bowery and
the thickly populated parts of the East siie. The
proprietors of the standa Al not appear to he
much alermed over the report that the police
might swoop down on them at any time and con-
fiscate their property. Many of tha proprietors of
the stands, the majority of whom are Itallans and
Hebrews, sald they had recelved notlee from the
poilee to do business strictly within the law, and
sell only what It permitted them to aell. (Mher
stand-owners =ald they had been told to prepare
to move away thelr =tands within a few days
Even the bootblacks who have chalrs on the cor-
nera and elsewhere were conslderably excited, and
eald they also had heen told they would have to re.
move thelr chalrs from the streets,

Not much could be learned from the police as to
what action they were golng Lo take In relation to
the stands,

Captain Allalre, who was in charge at [Pollce
Headguarters, sald there had been no arrests of
stand-owners and there probably would not be for
severul days. As to a rald being made on the hoot-
blacks' chalrs, Captain Allalre sald the bootblacks
had been directed long ago to keep within the law-—

to keep thelr chales within the stoopline, which is
four feet from the bulldings.

be cut 400 fect wide, running north and north-
west to the top of the bhluff above the town.
Running the canal In this way, from above the
upper raplds to below the lower, will give an
avallable waterfall of about three hundred feet,
nearly double that of Niagara itself. To gain
some conception of the magnitude of this eol-
logsal undertaking, the chief engineer supplies
us with an estimate of 5,522,000 cuble yards of
soll and rock to be removed, at a contracted
cost of $2,500,000, The water from this canal,
utilized to generate electricity, will supply the
town with light, heat and power. The power-
house {8 to cost $500,00, and is to generate
100,000 horse-power of clectrielty.
MANUFACTURING FACILITIES OFFERED.

The promoters of this huge industrial under-
taking do not seem able to say enough of the
manufacturing facilitics offered. The ship canal
will give dlrect access to grain, lumber and iron
from the lakes, with ths important advantage
that these and other raw materials will thus

start in at the top of the foundriex and mills,
which will be bullt below the bluff, o that all cost
of halsting will e avolded The tall-race of this
blg power plant is to be In the form of another
eanal glving accesa to vessels from Lake Ontarlo
and lumber from Toronto, Mr. Lave, the presi-
dent, talked long and enthusiastically of these
and the other advantages, the nearness to the
eonl fislds of Pennsylvania, the fine limestone
and bullding sandstone to be quarried in the
biuff above the town, and the excellent quality
of hrick and ¢lay to be obtalned in the Imme-
dinte vicinity. Experts have highly commended
these materials, which are to be obtalned at a
remarkably low cost, Experts from Pittsburg
have declared that iron should be anu-
factured for §1 30 less per ton at Model City than
fn “The Emoky City,” and steel for $3 less per
ton. It has been experimentally demonstrated
that the Niagara witer is well sulted for use In
paper mills, though not sultable, it ls =ald, for
the more exacting needs of the eotton fadustry.
The wood pulp industry Is especlally favored
here, being In easy eommunication with Tona-
wanda and Toronto.
A FAR-BIGHTED POLICY,

Put with all their warm enthusiasm and en-
ergy the promotors of the new town appear to
have adopted a remarkably far-sighted poliey In
many respects, They are glving away factory sites
and contracts for free power for forty years, de-
pending for thelr profits on the rise in value of
certaln real estate, which they Intend to retain,
and more largely upon the surface and elevated

As has been sald,
some 20,000 acres of land have been purchased
or optioned, the strects of the town proper
have besn lald out by survey, contracts for the
canal have been filed, and two large factories
have already been werected on the ground. [t
now remains to place the bonda covering the
cost of the canal, and negotlations are pending
which are expected within thirty days to place
the necessary funds (n the hands of the com-
pany. The contracts stipulate that the canal
shall be finlshed in fifteen months from the
resumption of work, =0 that manufacturers
ecan feel sure that there will be no unnecessary
delay. After ten vears of thought and labor,
the Model City of the Niagara Power and Im-
provement Company, as It is now called, seems
to stand nn the threshold of a wonderful future,
Fallure now appears impossible, for should it
be found for a time impracticable to complete
the proposed canal, & few months will so far
advance the other two independent power sup-
plles, less than ten miles above the location,
that the factorles and resldents of the town
can obtaln all the power they desire, and It
cannot take long to place the bonds for an
enterprise whleh guarantees, by exceptional
natural resources, such unlimited profits within
a few years,

Consldering, then, the past usefulness of the
Hydraulle Canal and the improvements now be-
ing Introduced; consldering alsn the capabilities
of the Cataract Construction Company, with 1ts
electrical power already developed and to be de-
veloped, and, In addition to these, the proposed
development of a power of 140,000 horse-power at
Mudel City, we have within the boundaries of a
single large city a possible power development
af 0 horse-power, at & cost so low as to
revolutlonize the industries for which it is avail-
ahble. No paper or flour mill burdened with the
transportation and other cost of Its fuel and
care of Its own engines, and in most cases, also,
with the cost of transportation for {ts raw ma-
terials, seems lkely to be able to compete with
the mills of this great manufacturing centre,
where power 13 to be had for the asking, where
cost of hoisting in most caszes |s ellminated, and
where transportation from the Fast, the West
and the South, Is more convenlent than at any
other location in the country. The future of
Niagara Falls is, Indeed, hard to prophesy, but
It may be sald with perfect safety that before
many years have elapsed this will be one of the
largest milling and fron manufacturing cities of
the world.
